BAKED BEANS AND TOMATO 


Mix a teaspoonful of cornflour with 
a tablespoonful of golden syrup and a 
teacupful of water. Add a few drops 
of lemon juice. Stir the sauce until 
it boils. Instead of syrup a nice 
jelly may be substituted. 


Soak three quarters of a pint of 
haricots and a quarter pint of butter 
brans for at least 36 hours. Drain 
and put in another pot three parts full 
of water and bake in the oven until 
nearly tender.

When final disbursements are made, 
it is believed by W H. Wood, presi¬ 
dent of the ULF.A. that the value of 
wheat participation ertificates will be 
found to be considerably in excess of 
forty cents a bushel. Mr Woods re¬ 
turned recently from a meeting of the 
Wheat Board of which he is a mem¬ 
ber. 

The amount of the advance now be¬ 
ing made on certifieaes is 30 cents, 
very greatly in excess of the predic¬ 
tions which were made in many quar¬ 
ters when the wheat board was under 
fire last winter. When the board 
first made the announcement some 
months ago that the farmers would 
receive not less than 30 cents, it was 
discovered that some of the farmers 
who had'been sceptical of the pros¬ 
pects of securing-prices much in ad¬ 
vance of the first payments, had sold 
certiicates as low as three, five and 
ten\cents. Afterwards -there was a 
tendency to believe that 30 cents 
would be fairly near to the final value 
of the certificates, but Mr Wood’s an¬ 
nouncement opens up the prospect of 
a very much larger total disbursement 
than hand generally been anticipated.

prove that he is not profiteering. 

Equally naturally, a failure on his 
part to disprove profiteering, be he in¬ 
nocent or guilty, will be taken by a 
large number as prima-facie evidence 
that he is regularly profittering. 

Never before in the history of the 
West were more strenuous demands 
made on the local merchant, nor was 
the necessity of him vindicating his 
right to exist more insistent. We are 
not doubting that he will make good. 
In fact he must make good or quit to 
exist. 

The running of an ordinary small 
town business is infinitely more ex¬ 
acting than running the ordinary farm 
—exacting in every known sense of 
the word—it is not the easy and pro¬ 
fitable business it appears. But, and 
here is the joker, would it not be well 
for a merchants t 0 prove this satis¬ 
factorily to their customers. 

The presence in every home of the 
illustrated and priced mail order cata¬ 
logue is a direct challenge to the local 
merchant. It is a challenge that can 
be meet. Suppose for instance that it 
Is intended to buy a large parcel of 
goods, the costs of which are ascer¬ 
tained from a standard mail order list 
then give the local merchant an oppor¬ 
tunity to quote thereon. If his quot¬ 
ation is reasonable give the order and 
cash, let him get the goods, subject to 
refund if not satisfactory. 

This leads to a further suggestion 
that our local merchants might per¬ 
fect a scheme of co-operation for tak¬ 
ing care of orders that interlocked 
the various lines of business Greater 
care could be given to avoiding dup¬ 
lication of stocks by more careful co- 
rdination (to-day we. find merchants 
carrying as sidelines, the essentials of 
other businesses). It is easily pos¬ 
sible to remove some expenses of do¬ 
ing business by courageously study- 
the question mutually and taking ac¬ 
tion in concert. 

The future is full of bright pros¬ 
pects to the merchants wh4 is able to 
inteprete the newer demands of the 
public and to align -business, to. 
fill those denlSfSg. K

Bear Lake • the Lake was crossed on 
the ice, the Bear river being followed 
to Fort Norman on the MacKenzie, 
from where they started up the river 
on a small sco-v, but running into 
an ice jam between Fort Norman and 
Fort Good Hope, lost the dogs and all 
their equipment. 

Th e jam took -them into the centre 
of the river, which is a mile wide in 
this neighbourhood, and it was a cer¬ 
tainty that the scow was doomed, the 
dogs were cut loose, and never seen 
again. 

From this point the men started to 
walk to Font Good Hope, a distance 
of 130 miles, but luckily they found 
an Indian canoe in a cache on the riv¬ 
er'bank which was utilized to go to 
the fort. 

After two days at Good Hope a 
start was made for Fort McPherson ^ 
where Inspector Woods, of the Arctic 
sub-district was met with. Leaving 
McPherson the usual route was fol¬ 
lowed by Fort Smith, McMurray and 
the railway to Edmonton.

(Continued from front page) 
in the fall and coming south in the 
spring, and cross Coronation Gulf in 
countless numbers, while some, as be¬ 
fore stated remain on the islands and 
on the Kent peninsular. 

The latter place is about. 200 miles 
east of Coronation Gulf, and here is 
one of the great hunting grounds of 
the Arctic Musk-oxen are also found 
here in large numbers and it was part¬ 
ly Ito warn the natives against want¬ 
only slaughtering their meat supply 
that the patrol visited this territory-. 

Prior to the advent of the police 
the Esquimaux had staged a big hunt 
and had slaughtered far more animals 
than they could possibly use. The 
musk-ox meat, Sergeant Clay states 
is good but slightly strong in taste. 

At Bernard Harbor there is a mis¬ 
sionary of the church of England who 
travels over the entire cufitry. This 
gentleman, the Rev. Mr. Merritt, re¬ 
ceives great praise from the Police 
Sergeant for the tactful manner in 
and apparently does not endeavor to 
force religion on them, as in the case 
with some missionaries. 

The Esquimaux are easy-going 
people and very cheerful, are anxious 
to learn all about the ways of the 
white man ana copy hi on every pos¬ 
sible ocasion, while they recognize the 
mounted police as the law, and accord 
them due cfeference. 

The tribal laws are few, and the 
principal offences are wiped out under 
the fued system, one family killing the 
other off until the stain is avenged. 
There is no such thing as a marriage, 
but as a rule, one man has “one” wife 
but the bigger the hunter *ithe more

Peterson of the IT. B. company, who 
operates a post for the ; big fur traders 
about one hundred miles to the wes-t. 

There is much surface copper to he 
seen in the Coppermine river country, 
from which the natives make their 
spears ard arrows. The country is 
all belonging to the barren land type, 
but as a general rule 'timber is found 
from forty to a hundred miles hack 
from the coast. 

Each band of Esquimaux keeps in 
its own territory but in the spring all 
surrounding tribes 'meet at Port Ep- 
worth for the seal fishing when 800 
or 900 are in temporary residence in 
about 150 ingloos. After the seal op¬ 
erations are over the various bands 
then return to their own hunting 
grounds. 

The two Esquimaux who returned 
from Edmonton were regarded with 
much awe by their compatriots, and 
in every ingloo held the floor for hours 
telling of the wonders of the white 
man. Strange t 0 say what interested 
them most -was the packing plant in 
Edmonton, and on this subject they 
would dilate for hours, but for the 
street cars or trains they did not 
profess much wonder. The unusual 
interest in the packing plant was ex¬ 
plained by Sergeant Clay, the manner 
in which it appealed to the Esquimaux 
mind being that the white man when 
in need of food went to a big house 
where there was an abundance of food 
and all that was necessary for him to 
do was to carry it away, whereas the 
Esquimaux has to hunt for his. 

This factor mode a tremendous ap¬ 
peal to the primitive people and at 
every halt the same story had t 0 be 
told and re-told to the amazement of 
the Esquimaux. 

Some of the natives possess fire¬ 
arms but the majority of them depend 
on hows and arrows with which they 
can kill the deer and musk-oxen with 
ease. 

Having returned the Esquimaux to 
their people, a start was made for the 
“outside,” Port Epwonth being left 
on March 15th, and Edmonton reach¬ 
ed on August 13th, Sergeant Clay and 
Constable Cornelius had the dog 
teams and equipment and proceeded

Patrons Bringing In Their Own Feed 
Are Welcomed 


As the sffrsoiT.-for the annual car 
shortage ' pjfti Aches it is timely -that 
warning be founded to those most vit¬ 
ally growers of grain, 

to take tlu^Sit of the situation they 
will find themselves in when the 
threshing begins. 

The railra&s have announced their 
intention of endeavouring to cope with 
the grain handling situation much bet¬ 
ter than they ever have been able to 
do in the past by providing all addi- 
fin-al motive power and rolling stock 
possible for them tt> assemble by the 
time it will be -required and without 
doubt they will d£ their utmost to ful¬ 
fill their promises. 

There can be no gainsaying the de¬ 
sire of the railway companies to move 
the grain crop; expeditiously if for no 
other reason than self interest—and 
railroads usually strive to serve their 
best interests—but it must be remem¬ 
bered that ther^ is a limit to the loco¬ 
motives -and cars the railroads are 
able to build and purchase in a season 
and it must also be remembered that 
unless ail the signs of the times go 
wrong ther e will be a most prodigious 
crop to handle, while at the same time, 
with the enormous increase in popu¬ 
lation of the year, there will be a Very 
large increase in the tmount of coal to 
be handled in order to insure the com ¬ 
fort of the inhabitants of the grain 
provinces during the winter which 
follows the threshing season so close¬ 
ly. The coal and grain will have to 
be handled at the same time and in 
addition, with the prevalent prosper¬ 
ity, general throughout the west, there 
■will be an enormous increase in all 
other kinds of traffic. 

At this distance from the -car short¬ 
age season, which means, of course, 
the big freight moving season it seems 
inevitable that a freight blockade and 
car shortage combined is ahead of the 
west, for 'it seems to us that if 1h. 
railroad could provide ten times the 
equipment they will be able to, they 
could not supply all the cars that will 
be needed or move ail the freight tin 
west will require to have moved dur¬ 
ing the last three months of the year. 

We do not in the least question the 
go-od faith of he railroads, nor do we 
doubt that the public bodies and oth¬ 
ers interested in the evidence of 
complications, will do all they are abl ? 
to d, but we do not believe they will
